It merrio your. diſtreſſe giue you any 
thing, bee notskornefull, but thankfull :

It they giue you nothing,do not curſe 
them, bur pray for them: for their reward 
is the leſle.. 


If you ought not to reuile and raile of 


men, much leſſe ought you to riſe vp a- 
gainſt men , as though you would re- 
dreile things, as commptrollers, or take a- 
way other mes goods by vyiolece, which 
1s repugnant both co diuine and humane 
law.

Se- 
neca an Heathen man could ſay: Yir bo- 
pus quicquid ſibi acciderit aquo & leto

anime: ſuſtinebit ſciens hec lege dinina 
accidiſſe: A good man whatſocuer hap- 

thto him,he can beare it witha ioy- 
full mind, knowing ther. it came to paſſe 
by Gods prouidence. Therefore let-not 
the Heathens condemne VS. 


2. This Carrie may bee hes for our 
triall to. ſee how we will take it : if with 
patience wes profit by this milde correc- 
tion, the Lord will rake piticof vs : but 
if wee ſtriue againſt his worke; hee will 
purſue vs with his wrath. 


3. Although this puniſhment por- 
rends an argument of Gods anger, yet the 
end of it is atoken of his lone: Por whom | 
he fourgeth helaueth.

5. or to ſell 
them,as the Egyptians did in the time of 
famine, Gen. 47.20. to take vp proution 
of corne to keepe their families. 


3. Weare not ſo deſtitute of corne, 
as the Canaanites were,neither driuen to 
ſuch a ſtraite that weare conſtrayned to 
trauell intoa ſtrige land to take yp corne, 
as they did : for wee hauc ſome compe- 
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tencie of corne withi 
none ; our ſhippes fetch corne of godlie 
policie to beate downe the price , they 
were. forced of extremitie to tranell for 
it,toaupyd famiſhmenr. 


4. Weeare not vrged as the people 
were in Pharaohs time, when the great 
famine was,to offer vp our ſcluesin bon- 
dageandall that we haue,as they did for 
corne. Gen, 47.19. 


"5; Wee are not inforced, as the wo- 


man of Samaria was , to cate het owne 
childe for hunger, by reaſon of the great 
famine in thoſe daics.
